RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Office Action dated March 2, 2006, the non-fee period for 
response to which extending through June 2, 2006, by the attached Petition for 
Extension of Time and requisite fee, please issue an Office Action on the merits in 
accordance with the following election of species. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 
between a number of allegedly distinct species of the claimed invention. The Examiner 
indicated that independent claim 1 is generic to the following species: 

I. Group I - characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to a transparent 
pane in the display sleeve; 

II. Group II - characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to a 
transparent sleeve in the display sleeve; or

III. Group III - characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to a 
transparent display sleeve. 

We believe that at least claims 27, 37, 45, 73, and 77 are also generic to each of 
these species. In response to this restriction requirement, Applicant provisionally elects 
to prosecute the species of Group II, on which claims 1, 5-8, 14, 18-21, 27, 35, 39-41, 
45, 52-54, 56, 58, 73, 76, and 77 are readable. Applicant also respectfully requests 
appropriate rejoinder and examination of any withdrawn claims in the event the 
Examiner determines that a generic claim is allowable.
